25 SENATORS IN 
COMBINE TO SHED 
MACHINE’S YOKE 


Republican state senators will go 
into caucus next Tuesday night at 
Springfield on the single issue of con- 
trol of the senate by Gov, Small and 
Mayor Thompson or the converse. 

This was set out in a statement 
issued last night by Senator Thurlow 
G. Essington of La Salle county, who 
makes the proposition, as a funda- 
mental, that the present and proposed 
hard road building system shall not 
be used by the state administration to 
control the general assembly. ‘ 

The claim is out that twenty-five sen- 
ators have affixed their names to an 
agreement, ‘based upon policies ex- 
pressed in the Essington statement; 
namely, that there is to be no attack 
upon -Gov. Small, but that the pro- 
posed organization will be friendly to 
any “good” legisiation that he may 
propose. Three other senators, whose 
names are not signed to yesterday’s 
agreement, are said to be prepared to 
go along. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—({Tribune Ra- 
dio.}—The creation of a United States 
of Russia was made almost certain 
when the Russian parliament adopted 
a resolution today to that effect and 
decided to call a special conference of 
the Ukraine, Georgia, and other small 
federated republics for the purpose of 
completing the union. 

Leon Trotsky, minister of war, ad- 
dressed the delegates, showing the mil- 
itary benefits that would result from 
the union. Other commissars made 
speeches showing the economic and 
industrial benefits that would accrue. 

Prof. Foerster, German specialist, 
who once attended Premier Lenin, ar- 
rived in Moscow today and told Tux 
TRIBUNE that he would return te Ber- 
lin tomorrow, but would return to 
Moscow again in a few weeks. 


Flood of Rubles. 


At yesterday’s session of the all Rus- 
sian congress, M. Sokolnikoff, minister 
of finance, announced that Russia's 
flood of paper money had reached 
1,800,000,000,000,000 rubles, whereas at 
the end of last year there were only 
17,000,000,000,000 paper rubles. How- 
ever, he pointed out that $50,000,000 in 
gold could liquidate the paper money 
today, and it could have done so last 
year because the gold ruble is worth 
exactly 100th of what it was worth 
then. » 

As the ruble depreciates it. is neces- 
sary to issue more inasmuch as the 
salaries and workingmen’s pay are 
fixed frequently on a new basis. The 
Communist party is limiting any office 
holder’s pay to_  1,;000,000.000 rubles 
monthly which makes Premier Lenin's 
salary a dollar a day or what the 
American doughboy got. And it is a 
fact that M. Lenin, Trotzky and other 
leaders are getting only 1,000,000,000 
rubles which, unless a new rate is set

because the game is too rough, as they were fif- 
teen and twenty years ago, but because it is too 
popular and too spectacular. The doubt is not all 
in these three eastern schools. There is some of 
it in faculties throughout the country, and foot- 
ball ‘probably needs the support of its friends 
everywhere. 

Football is not popular because it is vicious 
but because it is thrilling. The great crowds which 
are attracted to the games give part of the thrill. 
It is an exhilaration to see so many thousand 
eager, excited and interested people. The whole 
spectacle is one of youth, good breeding and: whole- 
some enjoyment. The colleges are trying to give 
first call for seats ta the college family. The crowd 
is largely composed of the graduate and his chil- 
dren and the undergraduate and his girl. There 
is nothing wrong with such a crowd because it is 
large and there is nothing wrong with the game 
because it is spectacular. 

The suggestion that football should have the in- 
terest washed out ef it is a suggestion of quietism 
of which we have entirely too much in the United 
States. Football players are expected to maintain 
a standard of scholarship to retain eligibility for 
the game. That can keep it from injuring the 
primary purposes of the school. If the game does 
not hurt the players there ‘s no reason for hurting 
it simply to make it insignificant and uninteresting. 
Some’ reformers want only what they call in- 
tramural games, We suppose they would limit the 
game to interclass and interdormitory contests. 
With such limitations we do not believe the game 
can continue, What induces a college boy to en- 
dure the necessary discipline and training needed 
for football is the hope of honor, the honor of rep- 
resenting his school in achievement before inspir- 
ing crowds of people. 

The qualities of mind and body needed to win 
this honor are high and consequently their de- 
velopment is good, but if the honor is eliminated 
the inspiration is gone. A boy will not want to 
take the hard knocks of football to represent his 


dormitory team. If the game were being con- 


demned for things essentially wrong a case might 
be made against it, but it is getting into reubie | 
beGause it is too good, ‘because it arouses too much 
interest, makes too much money, and even be- 
cause it requires too much skill, fortitude and dis- 
cipline. 

The interést it creates is interest in good quali- 
ties, and the more interest the better, particula®y 
for youth. It is better for college youth to be 
interested in a football team than in cards or 
chorus girls. 

The high spots in college football inspire the 
small kid and he is kicking the football on the 
vacant lot. Americans are encouraging a habit of 
quéstioning a thing if it develops too much color 
and activity, as if Ufe were to be slippers in @ 
cloister. : 


THE SKOKIE PRESERVE. 


The longer completion of the Skokie forest pre- 
serve is delayed, the higher the cost to taxpayers. 
If it can be delayed long enough the cost will be 
come prohibitive and the’ preserve plan will be 
given up. That would please a number of indi- 
viduals who want to make money out of real estate 
exploitation of the Skokie district. 

The Skokie preservé is a part pf the outer park 
and forest preserve development and has had to 
be protected from attack in various forms more 
than once. Indorsed by the plan committee of 
the board and later by the whole board, a begin- 
ning of about 300 acres has been made; but the 
project, as designed by the special committee, con- 
templates a tract of about 2,000 acres. Meanwhile 
land vals are going up along the north shore. 
President Reinberg was a strong advocate of 
the Skokie preserve, but a new board is now in 
office and the project is not getting forward as it 
should. We can be sure that the private interests 
that have tried to defeat it repeatedly are not 
asleep. The friends of the forest preserve and outer 
park development ought not to allow the project 
to be chlorotormed, much less abandoned.” 

The city is growing rapidly toward the district 
in question, which is readily accessible and already 
is being enjoyed by the public. It lies on the main‘ 
route to the lake district of northern Illinois and 
Wisconsin, and is a logical part of the great system 
our civic foresight has been evolving. To abandon 
it would be a step backward for our outer park 
plans and an unfortunate precedent.

The general agreement now is that 
most of the tuberculosis which is con- 
tracted by human beings gains entrance 


to the body in the years of childhood, 
though the years of maturity is the pe- 
riod in which the disease manifests it- 
self, as a rule. 

To guard against infection from cows, 
Dr. Coolidge, who has charge of the 
Lakeville sanitarium, undertook to keep 
his dairy herd free from tuberculosis by 
condemning reactors and buying nothing 
but known free substitutes. 

The plan failed. It cost too much, It 
was too difficult and expensive. 

He then started in to raise his own 
dairy cows, following the Bang plan. 

He put in a pasteurizer, and after that 
felt safe in using the milk from the re- 
actors, for both human and calf con- 
sumption. When helfer calves were 
dropped they were removed at once into 
the tuberculosis-free barn and fed pas- 
teurized. milk. There is no traffic be- 
tween the two barns except as they in- 
terchange rats and insects. ~ 
— 


He figures that in two more years he 
will have a home raised herd of milk 
cows large enough to supply his insti- 
tution with milk. At that time he pro- 
poses to dispose of the old herd, clean 
up his barns, and go on a tuberculosis- 
free basis. By periodic inspection and 
refusal to bring in outside stock he hopes 
to keep his herd free. 

When an outside animal must be 
brought in to prevent too much inbreed- 
ing there will be not only tubercular 
testing but a period of holding under ob- 
servation which will be long enough to 
prevent cheating by plugging. 

Whether or not he will discontinue the 
use of his pastevrizers when his herd 
has been freed from tuberculosis he does 
not state. But he is on record as saying 
that pasteurization during the several 
years required for eradication is a neces- 
sity.

$2,250,000 GIFT 
FOR HOSPITAL AT 
IOWA UNIVERSITY 


Cedar Rapids, Ia., Dec. 27.—One of 
the big gifts fur humanity an- 
nounced this year was made public 
today by W. R. Boyd of this city, 
chairman of the finance committee of 
the state board of education; Presi- 
dent Walter A. Jessup of the Univer- 
sity of Iowa, Iowa City, and Gov. N. 
A. Kendail. It is an outright gift of 
$2,260,000 from the general education 
board and the Rockefeller Foundation 
to the college of medicine of the state 
university, to be used jointly for new 
hospitals, laboratories and new equip- 
ment. 

The state of Iowa will be asked to 
give an equal amount and the next 
legislature, which sits in January, will 
be asked to appropriate $450,000 an- 
nually for the next five years to equal 
the gifts of the general education 
board and the Rockefeller Foundation. 
It is believed the general assembly will 
accept the pian, and if it does the gifts 
will become available immediattely 
and construction work will begin as 
soon as possible. 

The gift was obtained by the Iowans 
after numerous conferences with mem- 
bers of the two foundations for more 
than a year.

The scientist's ancestry, said Prof. 


Vaughn, showed a power of gradual 

| development, which found its culmina- 

tion in his ultimate achievements. 
Forbears Bought Freedom. 

“ His great-great-grandparents could 
not. write their own names; they were 
ignorant serfs,” said the speaker. 
“His great-grandfather bought his 
freedom. His grandfather served in 
the French army with distinction, at- 
taining the rank of sergeant major 
and winning the decoration of the Le- 
gion of Honor. 

“ Louis Pasteur’s father entertained 
for him a great ambition, and, wishing 
him to be educated to the best possible 
advantage, sent him to Paris, where 
the poor boy was so homesick his 
father had to send for him to return 
to the village of his birth. There he 
went through school with only ordi- 
nary attainments; in fact, his work 
was graded mediocre. 


Best Known for Rabies Treatment. 

“'Then came his gradual rise. Per- 
haps his first notable discovery was 
that yeast is the agent which ferments 
sugar into alcohol. Then he experi- 
mented with vinegar and wines. He is 
perhaps best known to laymen for his 
treatment for rabies.” 

Dr. Ludwig Hektoen, professor of 
pathology at the University of Chi- 
cago, chairman, spoke of Pasteur as 
having “made the paths of approach 
to the infinitely small.”
